The 8th February , 1974 
No. 715-1FR - 74 /5011. - In exercise of the owers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the 
Constitution of India and all other powers enabling him in this behalf , the Governor of Haryana hereby 
makes the following rules further to amend the Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume 1, Part I, namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Punjab Civil Services, Volume I, Part I ( Haryana Third Amcnd 

ment) Rules , 1974 . 


2. In the Punjab Civil Services Rules , Volum : 1, Part I, in rule 3.41-4 after note 2 the following 

note shall be inserted , namely : 


" Note 3 : - The benefit of refused leave preparatory to retirement may be given to a re-employed 

Government servant on the termination of the period of re -employment on the same 
leave salary as would have been admissible to him in the normal course but for his 

re - employment . 
3. It will take effect from the 15th May, 1973 .

- In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to Article 309 of the 
Constitution of India and all other powers enabling him in this behalf, the Governor of Haryana hereby 
makes the following rules to amend the Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume 1, Part I in their application to 
the State of Haryana, namely : 

1. These rules may be called the Punjab Civil Services, Volume I, Part I (Haryana Fifth Amend 

ment) Rules , 1974 . 
2. In the Punjab Civil Services Rules, Volume 1, Part I, in rule 8.116 , for sub -rule ( iii ), the 

following sub -rule shall be substituted and shall be decmed to have been substituted with 

effect from the 10th April , 1973 , namely : 
" ( iii) Leave preparatory to retirement (hereinafter called the L.P.R.) may be granted upto one 

hundred and eighty days, on full pay, provided the leave on full pay is due and admissible . 
If the leave on full pay to this extent not due , the balance of L.P.R. falling short of one 
hundred and eighty days may be granted on half pay , if due , subject to the condition 
that the total leave thus granted docs not exceed one hundred and cighty days. 
no leave on full pay is due, the L.P.A. may be granted up to one hundred and eighty 
days on half pay , provided the leave on half pay is duc and admissible .
